Al- 
of the great teacher wrong 
prineiples Ind taken deep root ; their result in 
the present day is that China has become a bye 
word amongst the nations. 















































































‘Tue rapidity with which the Chinese recovér 
from political convulsions is due in part to the 
lymphatic temperament of the entire people, 
and in part to the extraordinary fertility of the 
soil, The national temperame’ veil marked, 
not only in collective bodies but in individuals. 
Injuries that would prove highly serious if not 
fital to the more tensely strung European are 
sustained with remarkable immunity from after 
effects hy the Chinaman. Grief does not weigh 
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heavily upon him, the capacity for intense men- 
tal enjorment which generally accompanies the 
capacity for intense mental pain is absent, and 
his highest conception of perfection is hardly 
distinguishable trom nihilism. It would be di 
ficult to over-estimate the effect which this en- 
rious difference between Europeans and Chinese 
has in preventing a perfect understanding be- 
tween the two great. famili Tt accounts in 
part for the state of stagnation, mental, moral 
and physical, that we see everywhere around us, 
with which we canot sympathise, but which on 
the contrary exasperates all our contempt for 
the empire and its people. It explains the dif- 
ference between the standards of tice and 

al obligation th: recognised by the 
two parties respectively, and thus it lies at the 
bottom of ny misunderstandings. For a 
wrong that sets as in arms is not regarded in 
the same light by a Chinese, or if it be so flag- 
rant that it must be thus regarded, he is con- 
tent to leave things as they are, lest he should, 
in endeavouring to escape the ills he has, fly to 
others that he knows not of. Thus our keen 
sense of injury meets no response from the Chi- 
nese. They do not understand it, and we are 
apt to ascribe to moral obliquity exclusively 
what is ina great measure due to mental con- 
stitution. But this happy-go-lucky element in 
native character is particularly advantageous to 
the natives themselves. A paternal government 
is generally a synonym for an oppressive go- 
vernment, and in China the patriarchal form, in- 
teresting and charming as it is in theory, by. no 
means hides the degeneracy which it overlies. 
The more minutely we enter into any question 
of Chinese polity the more fully are we impres- 
sed by the systematic manner in which the bulk 
of the people are ground down. More remark- 
able still are the imposts and irregular levies 
made upon men to whom fortune has been kind, 
and who, one might suppose, would be in a posi- 
tion to resist extortion. During the rebel times 
it was no wicommon thing for a wealthy mer- 
to mention casually with a’ smi 
and an appearance of perfect resignation tl 
he had the day before been squeezed out of an- 
other myriad tacls on some trumped-up charge. 
We could not have submitted ; we are not of 
the right temperament. And so ordinary shop- 
keepers submit to the exactions of the guilds, 
when a well concerted effort mizht deliver them 
from this incubus. We say nothing of the ty- 
rannies whereof village elders und small officials 
in remote districts are guilty, The peasant has 
Leen born and trained to be oppressed, and he 
has no conception of what escape would be. 
We do not, as some would, give Confucius the 
credit for influencing the minds of the entire 
people, and impregnating them insensibly with 
his philosophy. Confucius was just like any 
other Chinaman, lymphatic and easily content- 
ed. His precepts therefore are the fruit of the 
natural temperament which he shared ; the tem- 
perament as it is now daily exhibited owes no- 
thing to his precepts. 

But, on the other hand, Nature is exception- 
ally Lountiful to the Chinese. For several 
horde after horde of bloodthirsty and 
blindly destructive savages, now under Imperi- 
alist leaders, and now under the yellow Taiping 
banner, devastated the western and “southern 








































































































parts of this province. When they were finally 
expelled the fruitful fields had become a howl- 
ing wilderness, and even those who had more 
than ordinary faith in the clasticity of the Chi. 
nese character predicted that long years must 
elapse before the country would again smile un- 
der the hand of the husbandman. But now a 
trip through the silk districts and their neigh- 
bourhcod shews that the people have returned, 
that new villages‘have been built, and that the 
ruins of many of those destroyed during “the 
campaign have been repaired ‘and almost re- 
stored. The fields ave cultivated, and that in- 
describable air of lazy and peaceful enjoyment 
of the goods of life, oblivious of «ll the ills, that 
characterises the Chinese peasant is again mani- 
fested. There is little acquisitiveness about the 
Chinese peasant. To him it is as pleasant to 
draw his daily food from a little stock as from 
a great heap. ‘The hounteous, earth is his store- 
house, and his faith in her inexhaustible re- 
sources is not shaken by the periodical famines 
that too often are due to official greed which 
prevents precautions being taken against in- ; 
undations and other lespread calamities. 
With such x people as this it may be question- 
ed whether we shall increase happiness or con- 
tent by introducing agricultural chemistry and 
all the other beneficeut appliances of modern 
science. Even a just government would not be 
appreciated by them. But it is in the future 
and among rising generations that ou influence 
is to be felt. By altering so far as may be the 
faulty conditions under which the people live 
we may in time create a generation which 


shall be the first element of an enlightened

Plaintiff, sworn :—Iam a carpenter and defendantis 
master of the ship Sarah Marsh. I joined the ship in 
Suke Harbour, in Puget Sound, Vancouver's Island, 
but signed no articles. It was the shipping master, 
who held a license, that engaged me. He engaged ine 
at $50amonth, When 1 went on board, the ship 
was short four hands. The shipping master said it 
was likely | should return to sign the articles. I was 
five days in the ship before the captain came on board. 
When I went to see him he would hardly listen to me 
and stated that he did not want a carpenter. $25 
were paid in advance, to be paid if 1 proceeded to sea, 
out of which I did not receive a cent. I had no op- 
portunity of signing articles, as I rewained on board 
till the Captain came, immediately after which tho 
ship went to sea. As she was short of hands I did 
seaiman’s duty for more than a month, till all the bad 
weather was over. I was in all 3 months and 16 days 
‘on board. From the time the bad weather was over I 
did carpenter's work, and repaired two boats which 
were stove in. I signed an agreement with the ship- 
ping master which he said would be: given to the 
Captain. ‘ 
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‘The Captain in reply atated that he had not acen 
thy agreoment

+ discharge, Nothing was said at the time I engaged asto 
what dollars { was to be paid in, I have been at sea for 
20 years, I have been during that time’seaman, second 
officer and carpenter, I have been carpenter for 11 or 
12 years. Before 1 went to sea I was trained in a ship 
yard as carpenter. When I shipped the rate of wages 
‘was $5 per da I think the ship is about 500 tons.

‘Woosung til) her return, 

Itis very gratifying to learn that Tf. M. Govern: 
ment have conveyed, thronsh the Minister at Peking, 
their thanks to Mr. Consul Medhurst for the prudence 
and firmness displayed by him in the first instance in 
regard to the Yangchow ontrage. 

‘The Captain of the Sarah Marsh has been finel C5 
for shipping an officer at Pnyet Sound without bring- 
ing him before the proner anthoriti 

Wo believe that the Rye Laws for Shangh 
nection with the new Pilotage Regulations have been 
agreed te, 

The Raraue Anita was sold yesterday by public 
auction and realized the sum of Tacls 7,000. Mr. 
Fobes. we understand, was the purchaser. 

The following particulars with regard to the local 
steamer companies, which we reprint from the Shang- 
hai Recorder way be of some interest. 

“We have to recor the departure within the last 
week of three of the oldest steamer Captains trading 
from this port. Oaptain Drage, late of the Yacn-tsz- 
Jet, leit by the last: mail, on bebalf of the North China 
Company, to bring out a steamer for the Northern 
‘Trade, The vessel is now being built under the su- 
perintendence of Capt Blow, who, our readers will re- 
mnembér, was a long time in China, and employed Iat- 
terly by Messrs, Trantmann & Co. as their steamer 
manager. Capt. MacQueen, who for the Inst cicht 
years has been in command of steamers trading on the 
Yangtsze, left by the Cova Rica for England. He 
lately commanded the S. S. N. Co."s Steamer Jivani 
but it appears that the opposition company require 
another steamer for the Yangtsze trade, and he has 
been selected to proceed home to get one built. This 
seoms be very unfair to Captains Howlett and Hutch 
son, who have both been in the U.S. N. Co. since 
its formation, and we should think are as well able to 
superintend the building of a steamer for this trade 
as the gentleman whio has superseded them. Their 
new steamer is, we understand, to be built on the 
sane principle as the /irado, but of iron, the boilers 
will uo doubt, instead of being placed on the guards, 
be in the hold of the vessel, which the passaze from 
England would, we think, necessitate. By the Preach 
mail Capt. Gibbon, formerly in command of the S. S. 
Antelope, aud latterly of the Dragon, bas also, we 
hear, been deputed by a private firm to superintend 
the building of a steamer similar to the Dragon, for 
the ‘lientsin trade, which may be expected to ar- 
rive early next year. He will be succeeded in com- 
mand of the Drugon by Mr, Harvey, chief officer of 
the Nanzing.” 

The same paper is creditably informed that the 
8. $..N. Co., have determined on having a large iron 
river steamer for the Yangtsze built at Glasgow, and 
that Captain Dierbourne, sometine of the S.S. Fanytse 
has been entrusted with the supervisison. ‘This is 
most satisfactory after the reiterated assurances we 
have heard that if the English could built sea go- 
ing vessels it was reserved for their Transatlautic 
cousins to rule the internal waters, 

We reprint in another column from the MWesfern 
Counties Herald are interesting account of the mutiny 
aod murders on board the Cayulli, the vessel which 
arrived at Hakodadi some months ago with only Chi- 
nese coolies on board. The account, which is that of 
the owner, who was put ashore on the coast of Kam- 
Bchatka, confirms in almost every particular that

The daily papers have continued the discussion of 
the question of the privileges of missionari-s. We are 
inclined to agree with the opinions expreased by the 
Evening Courier, In an able article on the subject 
that payer says: “ft is not against the retigion of 
Foreigners, but against Forcigners themselves, that 
the hostility of the Mandarina "is directel ; and there 
was no more persecution, in the evangelical sense of 
the word, at Yangehow, where the subjects of at- 
tack happened to be Missionaries, that there was at 
Formosa and other places where merchants have had 
their property destroyed, and themselves as well as 
their servants maltreated.” 

In a letter which appeared in the Daily News the 
writer, referring to the same subject, remarks: ‘* For 
merchants to accuse missionaries, and missionaries 
merchants ; the criminations and recriminations that 
are constantly breeding mischief, can have but one 
general tendency, that is, to destroy our prestige 
among the Chinese. We stand or fall not as a sect, 
a profession, a grade, nation, but in the eyes of the 
natives, as outsiders or “barbarians.” Hence, the 
absurdity of making such distinctions and of watking 
over the ruins of our fellows in order to gain tem- 
porary favor with a tricky, faitbless nation.” 

In speaking of the number of expeditions and pri- 
vate excursions into the interior which have lately 
been made, the Daily News remarks :—' Whatever 
may be the fate of the question of inland residence, in 
the forthcoming treaty, the occasional jouraey of 
foreigners and the wanderings of the wiser missionaries 
are both contributing to a knowledge of the empire, 
and accustuming the natives to the presence of fo- 
reigners auongst them, So long as such excursions 
are made with ordiaary prudence, they are in the 
highest degree to be encouraged, We have no doubt 
that they will become commoner year by year; and

the breaking up of the camp at Leang Yang Foo. The 
Intendant also particularly requests that British sub- 
jects will keep away from the neighborhood of the 
Lake outside the Defence wall during the above men- 
tioned period in order to avoid disturbance.” 

‘The water up the Yangtsze has risen 15 feet, being 
now about 32 feet in all. This time last year there 
was only about 13 feet altogether, the early rise this 
year being occasioned by heavy falls of rain up tho 
Hankow way. 

Curroo.—The Recorder hears that two consular and 
two police constables are to proceed by next steamer to 
Chefoo to bring back the prisoners who were arrested 
on suspicion of being concerned in the robbery from 
the Russian ship Amur. The arrest of the prisoners, 
acven in number, was due to the circumstance of one 
of them, who was apprehended while attempting to 
pawn the captain’s watch, giving information of his 
accomplices, Mr. Markham at once obtained the as- 
sistance of a body of marines, and in an incredibly 
short time had the others arrested. 

HoxeKoxc.—We give in another column an ac- 
count of the Race meeting, condensed from the China 
Mail. A meeting of the Chamber of Commerce was 
held, to consider a reply to Sir Rutherford Alcock’s 
despatch regarding the opening of New Ports. - The at- 
tendance was very limited, and it was resolved to 
leave the drawing up of'a Iatter in the bands of tho 
committee. Ata mecting of Sharcholders in the Hong- 
kong and Shanghai Bank, the Directors’ Report was 
adopted. We give reports elsewhere, At a meeting of the 
Nongkong and Whampoa Dock Company, it was re- 
solved to make Aberdeen the chief station in future, 
instead of Whampoa. It was suggested that the 
present Docking charges in Hongkong are too low to 
be remunerative. A correspondent of the Daily 
Press suggests that there is quite as much reason for 
giving up Hongkong to China, as Gibraltar to Spain, 
—since theoretical legislation is in vogue, and practi- 
cal common sense to be ignored.
